The following is in response to the Examiner's Final Action (Paper No. 8) mailed 
May 16, 2002 in the subject application. 



This Response is in reply to the Office Action mailed on May 16, 2002. 

Claims 1 and 3-9 are pending. Reconsideration of the final rejection is respectfully 
requested in view of the Remarks that follow. 

Rejections under Section 112 

Claims 1, 3-6 and 8 stand rejected under Section 112, first paragraph on the bass that 
the "specification does not enable those skilled in the art to use the claimed invention 
commensurate in scope with these claims." The Office Action states that the specification 
fails to provide sufficient information for one skilled in the art to practice the invention 
without undue experimentation and an "exhaustive search" for embodiments would be 
required since the specification does not define the recited phrases "Vitamin D2 derivatives" 
and "Vitamin D3 derivatives". 

Applicants disagree. First, those of ordinary skill understand the cited phrases in the 
context of Applicants' claimed invention and as described in the specification. The rationale 
of the rejection overlooks the fact that those of ordinary skill in the relevant art routinely 
reference a readily accessible and active research and patent literature concerning the various 
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
